Of the lectures thus far given through Mr, W. 
J, Colville, on the previous Sundays of this month, 
It has been our privilege to listen to two of them, 
which showed most clearly.that the spirit influ- 
ences behind this very extraordinary young man 
and medium, are of marked ability, and thor- 
oughly in earnest in their purpose to give to (heir 
hearers the truth as it is presented to themselves.

had the.most undoubted evidence of that fact. 
We know of no medium, and question very much 
whether Mr. Coleman does, who believes that 
“evil spirits” or “devils” exist, unless we ex- 
cept Madam Blavatsky, who professes to have 
power to command and control the will and acts 
of what she calls elementary spirits, who have 
not yet attained to the status of human devel- 
opment. Mediums, so far as we have become ac- 
quainted with them, generally, if not universally, 
deny that’ any other than human spirits control 
them or manifest through them. 
The Christian doctrine of “diabolism” or the 
work of “devils,” is an error. which was borrowed 
from priest-ridden’ and ignorant ancient peoples, 
and one that has been go thoroughly dispelled by 
the blazing light of the facts of Modern Spiritual-. 
ism that we are amazed that spirits or mortals 
who make any: pretension to spiritual enlighten- 
‘ment should speak of it as an existing fact. And 
yet, we have. Mr. Coleman, who. claims. to have | 
| the “endorsement: of the wiedom of the spirit 
world,” saying, “ Evil spirits undoubtedly exist in 
large numbers in the lower circles of the spirit 
land.” Madam Blavatsky says that the lower cir- 
cles of the spirit land are made up of elementary 
spirits who being Jess than human, take delight 
in tormenting their mortal human superiors, and 
can be controlled and influenced by mortal will 
to do the bidding of the latter. Andrew Jackson 
Davis has formulated the nature and. work of
